Washington. March 15— A hitherto 
unpubUahad story of wartime anxl»- 
ty In London and Washington lost 
Oermnn battle cml'-^'s attei.ipl a 
forlorn hojie ral.l iinalns-. Amerinn 
transports was disclosed today to the 
Senate .S'nval Investigating Commit 
tee by Rear Admiral Sims. Mes 
sagaa aichangad by Admiral Aansop 
Chiat of OporatlOBs and Admiral 
Sims ih iBly. 1018, were prasanted by 
the latter to correct "Implications" 
which, he said. Secretary Danleln had 
innde to the committee that "general 
plans^and policies were none of uiy 
busineas." 

iBolnded in plans formed by the 
Navy DapartmaBt to meet such raids 
and rejected by Admiral &ims as 'im- 
practical" was a proposal to call on 
.lap.ui for a battle crnispr division to 
tipive with the American Atlantic 
fleet. 

Advia«d I'ae. of BatUnhips.

Admiral Sims said he cabled that 
everything possible would be' done to 
Intercept raiding German cruisers, 
but that there could not be any guar- 

aiitip that pn.'liiy battle cruisers 
would not reach the open Atlantic 
undetected. He advised guardinK 
United SUtea troop convoys with bat- 
tlashlps. 

"Clod itraa With Va." 
Only the tact that "Sod waa with 
us" saved early troop ship convosrs 
from llerinaii torpedoes. Admiral 
Sims de.lareil. 'Good lu.k" wa<" 
with the Ueparlmenl, he insisted, as 
the enemy had advance Information 
of the sailing of convoys and destroy- 
ers through tha dapartmaat's use of 
an old and unsafe aoda. Data re- 
garding the first convoy was thn* 
obtained by the enemy, he said, and 
the transports De Kali) and Savan- 
nah, carrying thousands of troops, 
narrowly escaped destruction. 

This was tb«. Biith day on which 
Admiral Sims has read to the commit- 
tee from his prepared ststeraeat, and 
he dops not expect to conclude It be- 
fore Thursday. Officers who serve-l 
on his staff In IDnrope will follow 
him. ^ .'

Wage Question rut Food Pro-

Serious risk of reduced food pro- 
duction this year because of high 
wages demanded by farm laborerx, 
high coat of farm equipment and sup- 
piles and because of pronounced 
movements of people from the farms 
to the cities is indicated by reports 
and letters that 'are reaching the 
United States Department of Agri- 
eultura from many sectlona ot the 
country. 

The most definite report of this 

year's movement comes from New- 
York Stale, where rei^ords oi the pop- 
lo i ulation on :!,7T5 representative farms 
on Febru|ry 1 this year and Febru- 
ary 1, a year ago were made by Fed- 
eral and jStata workers. It waa dis- 
cloaed tiat during the paat year the 
number of people on these fhnna de- 
creased nearly :! per cent and the 
nuiiilier of hired men decreased more 
than 17 per cent. U' the same ratio 
holds for all farms In the .State about
